The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowance of 
claims 1-4, 7, 10, 13 and 16 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show 
or fairly suggest a steam iron with a skirt/heat shield part constituting at least part of a 

steam chamber comprising a downwardly extending rib that extends down to the 
soleplate and limits the steam chamber laterally in combination with other elements as 
recited in claim 1 .
